TAXI PARKING; ASKS 
FLAT CRUISING BAN 


Creation of 202 Stands 
for Public Vehicles 
Is Advocated. 


MONOPOLY IN HACKING 
PRIVILEGES WOULD GO 


Proposal to Commissioners 
Has as Chief Aim Elimi- 
nation of Congestion. 


Complete removal of cruising taxi- 
cabs from Washington's traffic problem 
and of all public vehicles from parking 
spaces, involving elimination of the 
valuable monopolizing of hacking privi- 
leges by hotels and the letting of con- 
cessions to cab companies at their 
doors, was recommended to the Com- 
missioners yesterday by Maj. Edwin B. 
Hesse, superintendent of police. 

His report, adoption of which by the 
Commissioners, may involve far-reach- 
ing consequences, fixes 202 locations for 
public vehicle stands, calculated to ac- 
commodate 800 vehicles. 

It prohibits private vehicles from 
parking for any length of time or under 
any conditions._in.any space set aside 
for a hack stand and forbids operators 
of sightseeing buses to solicit patron- 
age on the streets. 

Maj. Hesse has been working on the 
plan he now recommerids for more 
than a year. When Maj. Hesse began 
to study the questions involved he 
came to the conclusion that the prin- 
cipal difficulty was that there was not 
sufficient accommodation for public 
vehicles, and that, if independent 
hackers were to have an opportunity 
to transact business, the whole ar- 
rangement of hack stand would have 
to be revised. 

Cruising Complained Of. 

He caused a survey to be made and a 
report was prepared which says, in part: 
“In the past numerous complaints 
have been received of congestion and 
inconvenience caused by the. practice 
of drivers of. public vehicles for the 
conveyance of passengers for hire mov- 
ing back and forth in congested sections 
of the city and engaging in what is 
commonly referred to as cruising. 

“This department has had difficulty 
securing convictions in these cases 
because of the apparent fact that the 
Commissioners had not designated a 
sufficient number of public vehicle 
stands to accommodate at least 800 
vehicles. 

“In the recommendations of this 
report it. is deemed advisable to invite 
special attention to the fact that if 
adopted, public vehicle stands, open to 
use by any licensed public vehicles for 
conveyance of passengers for hire, will 
be established contiguous to all impor- 
tant hotels, a condition which, for ob- 
vious reasons, has not prevailed in the 
past. I am now advised, however, that

Smoot to Announce Plan 
After Conferring With 
President Today. 


COMMITTEES TO TAKE 
UP FLOOD QUESTION 


Effort to Be Made to Adjourn 
Session Before Politics 
Stirs Next Summer. 


By ALBERT W. FOX 

President Coolidge will call Congress 
into extra session this fall, probably 
about the middle of October or the 
first of November, according to authori- 
tative intimations from the White 
House yesterday. Announcement of 
the plan will probably be made today 
by Senator Smoot, after he confers with 
Mr. Coolidge. 

The correspondents at the White 
House were told that Mr. Smoot might 
have something to say about the early 
assembling of the Congress after he had 
seen the President today and later, 
Senator Smoot expressed the opinion 
that Congress should meet about the 
middle of October or the first of the 
following month in order to take up 
important matters of public business, 
Such as passage of the deficiency bill 
and passage of the revenue bill by the 
first of next year. 

Both the President’s view and that 
of Senator Smoot appear to harmonize 
as to the advantages which the coun- 
try will reap from an early start of 
Congress. Flood relief and flood con- 
trol are to be major items of considera- 
tion, but these are not the chief rea- 
sons for the early session. 


Flood Committees to Meet. 


It was pointed out, on the Pres- 
ident’s behalf, that plans for flood con- 
trol will require several years for their 
execution and that no particular gain 
would be had by advancing the meet- 
ing of Congress by a month or a few 
weeks. The ‘flood control committees. 
will, however, meet early, in accordence 
with plans made without regard to the 
extra 208 OllllEEEEeEe 

Senator Smoot’s view, with respect to 
the flood situation, harmonizes with 
the President's. In the matter of re- 
lieving flood sufferers, the senator 
pointed out, the Red Cross has done 
Splendid work and the care of these 
persons is a matter which can not be 
held in abeyance but must be under- 
taken without waiting for legislation 
The matter of future flood control will 
necessarily take considerable time, the 
senator added. 

The reason for the early session, in 
the view of Senator Smoot and other 
Republican leaders, is to give Congress 
an opportunity to make an early start 
in the matter of very impdrtant legis- 
lation. For one thing, itis stated, the 
failure of the deficiency bill, which was 
caught in the jam of the 'ast Senate 
filibuster, has worked great hardships 
throughout the country.

Kottbus, Germany, June 7 (By A. P.). 
The American airmen, Clarence D. 
Chamberlin and Charles A. Levine, sped 
away today from this thriving and vig- 
orous manufacturing community of 
50,000 cheering souls as real home-town 
boys, for they had been made honorary 
citizens at the Rathaus this forenoon. 

Not only did Burgomaster Kreutz, a 
stanch old warrior, as the saber wounds 
on his face and the iron cross over his 


breast betokened, bid them a ringing 
welcome into Kottbus’ fellowship dur- 
ing an enthusiastic ceremony. He pre- 
sented each flier with a handsome sil- 
ver tray and had them voted life mem- 
bers of the local aviation club, in which 
he is a prime mover. 

He had them both as luncheon 
guests of the city council at the his- 
toric White Horse Tavern, gayly be- 
decked with national and local flags 
and its balconies richly beflowered. The 
women and children showered the pass- 
ing cortege with every variety of sum- 
mer blossom, feminine admirers twice 
penetrating the stalwart “interference” 
furnished by the city police, behind 
which Chamberlin and Levine and the 
escorting officials zig-zagged their way 
to the two functions in their honor. 

At the city hall the airmen sat in 
two immense throne-like chairs, gar- 
landed with roses. The orchestra, 
which had practiced earnestly over- 
night, struck up “The Star-Spangled 
Sanner.” The fine good will to do ut- 
most honor to their guests, rather non- 
plussed the Americans, who, at a loss 
how to reply to the tributes paid thin, 
charged the counsellor of the American 
Embassy, Dewitt C. Poole, to speak for 
them in Ger-1an. 

Facing the official party from the 
balcony opposite their platform was 
one lone “American flag.” It was the 
overnight work of the patient, zealous 
hand of a local seamstress. True, it 
contained only 32 stars in a blue field, 
and those of varying dimensions, the 
largest being six-pointed, while the 
stripes were quite ignored. 

A pleased smile spread over the fea- 
tures of Chamberlin upon beholding 
it, and he returned the compliment by 
freezing into rigid military attention 
when the ceremony concluded with 
“Deutschland Uber Alles.” 


Girls Present Gifts. 


Upon returning to their hotel the 
much honored and flustered Americans 
had yet another surprise. A bevy of 
buxom blond girls, clad in gorgeous 
ancestral costumes of the Speedwald 
region — gold-embroidered coifs and 
kirtles, richly worked scarfs and the 
fiowing skirts of olden days—were on 
hand to present them with samples of 
all the countryside’s choicest products. 
These included fruit, lace works, mam- 
moth frosted cakes and porcelain 
souvenirs, 

The bushing damsels curtsied low as 
they offered the gifts, causing the 
blond Chamberlin to blush in turn.

CITY TALKS ONLY FLIGHT 


Berlin, June 7 (By A. P.).—Chamber- 
lin’s flight to Berlin is hailed by the 
Berlin press not only as an expression 
of American good will, but as further 
evidence that American fliers are pio- 
neers in technical progress and also 
missionaries of humanity. 

“If national temperaments vary in 
the methods of their expression, and 
Berlin’s welcome is less impetuous 
than that accorded to American aviators 
in other European capitals, it is never- 
theless just as genuine and hearty,” 
says Germania, which hopes that Ger- 
man aviation will be in a position to 
reciprocate America’s compliment to 
Germany at an early date. 

“The buzzing of American airplane 
propellers is more inspiring music to 
human ears than hate inspired by poli- 
tics,” says the Allegemeine Zeitung. 
“The uniform beat of Columbia’s 
motors reflected the true gospel of in- 
ternational labor, through which alone 
the redemption of tormented mankind 
is possible.” 

The Tageblatt says, “If space is so 
easily bridged over, it is expected that 
the barriers, which hitherto have been 
an obstacle to a complete understand- 
ing among nations, also can surely be 
broken down. The ethereal bridge 
traversed by the Columbia thus is cer- 
tain to become a span of peace between 
nations.” 

This achievement is to be appraised 
far beyond its significance as a sport- 
ing event, continues the Tageblatt, 
laying stress on its practical economic 
value, which robs the miles of ocean 
separating the United States from 
Germany of their terror and inconveni- 
ence. 

The editorial enthusiasm over the 
Columbia’s flight and the presence of 
Chamberlin in Berlin is reechoed in the 
town talk. It is the only topic of con- 
versation in the subways, tramcars, 
buses and hotel lobbies. It is not 
only the daring which appeals to popu- 
lar imagination in Berlin, but there is 
much speculation with respect to the 


future of aviation.

& & S LIM” Lindbergh had now real- 
ized a part of his cherished 
dream, the climax to which 

was to be his triumph over the windy 

heights above the Atlantic. He had 

funds with which to negotiate for a 


plane to bear him to Paris. That it 
would bear him he felt youthfully as- 
sured. 

The group of enthusiastic St. Louis 
men which had undertaken to back 
him left the choice of plane to the 
young pilot, as he was to be the one 
to fly it,-to trust to it, to win or lose 
with it. 

It was his first idea to purchase a 
Bellanca monoplane and he journeyed 
to New York with this type foremost in 
his mind. But there was some hitch 
about terms when he talked with the 
Bellanca Officials. Agreement could not 
be reached. It was something of a dis- 
appointment to “Slim,” because a Bel- 
lanca plane, with Bert Acosta and Clar- 
ence Chamberlin aboard had. broken 
the nonstop fiying record with more 
than 51 hours in the air, and a ship of 
this design was already being pre- 
pared for the New York-Paris adven- 
ture, Acosta and Chamberlin being an- 
nounced originally as its crew.

In aviation circles it is generally 
known now that “Slim,” before enter- 
ing into a contract for the plane in 
which he flew to Paris, made repeated 
efforts to purchase the Bellanca mono- 
plane Columbia, which was owned by 
the Wright Aeronautical Corporation, 
of Paterson, N. J., which had built it 
while its designer was still employed as 
the organization’s engineer. “Slim” was 
refused the plane because of his deter- 
mination to fly alone and for the added 
reason that the Wright company was 
reluctant to see the flight tried with a 
single motor. 

As further parleying with the Bel- 
lanca people was out of the question, 
“Slim” bethought him of the Ryan 
plane. This is a type manufactured in 
San Diego, Calif. He felt that this 
would suit all his exacting needs for 
such a flight. But he wanted to be cer- 
tain of this, so he went to San Diego. 

He arrived there on February 28 last 
but on the day before he had sent a 
telegram to B. F. Mahoney, president 
of the Ryan Airways, Inc., that he 
wished that organization to build for 
him a transatlantic plane. 

“That was the first we heard of him,” 
Mr. Mahoney said. “And after receiv- 
ing the message we did about 24 hours 
engineering work, so that when he did 
arrive we were able to tell him that 
we could build the plane he wanted. 
We guaranteed that it would have the 
necessary strength and cruising radius. 
Lindbergh had never then gown a 
Ryan plane. 

“The day he arrived in San Diego we 
signed a contract with him for the con- 
struction of a plane, and that was 
when he made his entry for the $25,000 
Orteig prize. 

“As for his interest in the plane 
which was to bear him to such a bril- 
liant victory, he was in the factory 
practically all of every day that the 
ship was under construction,. Although 
he was s0 much concerned in the plane, 
he made only a few suggestions. The 
chief one had to do with the emplace- 
ment of the pilot’s seat. 

“We added a little more wing area 
to the plane for this flight, but es- 
sentially otherwise, the Spirit of St. 
Louis was a stock plane. Sixty days 
after the contract for it was signed it 
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was in the air for a test flight. No

A great deal of secrecy attended the 
early preparations of “Slim” Lind- 
bergh in San Diego. Newspaper men of 
the neighborhood were pledged to sil- 
ence about them, They were able later 
to aid him materially in what appeared 
then to be a race with the Bellance 
plane and the Fokker ship of Com- 
mander Byrd, by withholding the in- 
formation that he was ready to make 
the Paris flight and keeping him ac- 
curately posted as to the doings of his 
rival pilots in the East. 

As “Slim's” historic plane, Spirit of 
St. Louis, was designed by Donald Hall 
and built by Hawley Bowlus, her wing 
span was 46 feet and her length over all, 
27 feet 3 inches. Her wing area was 
820 square feet. She was driven by & 
Wright whirlwind air-cooled radial 
motor of 200 horsepower, rated with a 
high speed of 130 miles an hour, or 
123 miles an hour when carrying full 
load. The fuel tanks had a capacity 
of 450 gallons of high test gas. The 
oil capacity was 20 gallons. 

When empty, the plane weighed 
1,950 pounds, but with the load it 
carried at the outset of the flight 
to France was estimated at 5,150 
pounds. When “Slim” took i off 
for Paris the Spirit of St. Louis 
had never before carried within ‘750 
pounds of the weight his 200-horsepower 
engine was compelled to take aloft. 

The Spirit of St. Louls was remark-~- 
able by reason of the fact ‘that it was 

a “blind” plane. The pilot had no direct 
vision ahead. He was placed completely 
inside the ship, encased in a small com- 
partment so that the stream-line de- 
sign -might be carried to extreme 
lengths. In order to overcome this 
novel departure from other and seem- 
ingly fixed types, and to give the pilot 
an opportunity to see directly ahead, a 
sliding periscope, said to have been the 
first ever designed for aeroplane use, 
was built into the ship. 

This device slid in and out at the will 
of the pilot at a corner of the window 
on the left side of the cockpit, thus 
giving something approaching unob- 
structed vision forward without requir- 
ing him to thrust his head over side. 
Obviously, this device could be of little 
use at night.

News Quickly Relayed. 


A continuous telephonic communi-

Levine and other stockholders of the 
North American Airways protested, but 
Comptroller General McCarl recently 
ruled that the Postmaster General’s 
action was justified. 

Attorney General Sargent said yester- 
day that the Department of Justice had 
been investigating contracts. for the 
Salvage of war materials which Levine 
had with the War Department with a 
view to possible civil action in connec- 
tion with their execution.

NUTRITION AND FLAVOR 
~ IN ARTIFICIAL OUTPUT 


Some Vitamins Already Are 
Made Synthetically; Others 
Seen Near. 


Atlantic City, N. J.. June 7 (By A. 
P.).—Synthetic food by no means is an 
impossibility of the future. Indeed, the 
likelihood is that food factories may 
supersede the farm. This prospect was 
pictured today before 10,000 delegates 
of the National Electric Light Associa- 
tion convention by L. A. Hawkins, eng!t- 
neer of the research laboratory of the 
General Electric Co. 

He attributed to the electron the 
possibilities in this direction. 

“With the development of high power 
cathode ray tube we now have huge 
armies of high velocity electrons turned 
loose in the air or in anything else we 
wish, to shoot them into,” he said. 

“One tube has an: electron output 
equal to that of two or three tons of 
radium. We have a new tool of unde- 
termined possibilities but of tremend- 
ous power. We know it is capable of 
producing new chemical reactions some 
of which may prove to have great com- 
mercial possibilities. 


Vitamins Made Artificially. 


“The therapeutic value of ultra- vio- 
let is fast gaining recognition by the 
medical rofession. The time may 
come whreil every family will have on 
doctor’s prescription an ultra-violet 
lamp. 

“Under pressure of war blockade, the 
Germans were driven to attempt syn- 


thesis of food, with quite promising 


results. Since then discovery of im- 
portant functions of the so-called vita- 
min made such developments seem 
unattractive. Vitamins seem to be to 
food what the so-called soul is in man, 
and justyas it seems impossible to pro- 
duce a thechanical automaton capable 
of all the functions of an intelligent 
human being, so it seemed impossible 
to produce artificially a diet which 
could replace the vitamin-bearing natu- 
ral foods. 

“But recently it has been found that 
certain vitamins, at least, may be pro- 
duced artificially. Food lacking in the 
vitamin necessary. for prevention of 
rickets may be made antirachitic by 
raying with ultra-violet or cathode rays. 


May Be True of Others. 


“What is true of one vitamin may 
prove true of the others, and then the 
full nutritional value of natural foods 
should not only be equaled but sur- 
passed by products of chemistry. That 
the desired flavors should be ef&sily at- 
tained is indicated by the achievements 
in the perfumer’s industry. Synthetic 
food may surpass the products of na- 
ture, as artificial silk surpasses cotton. 

“In short, the food factory may super- 
sede the farm, even as the woolen mill 
has surpassed the spinning, wheel, and 
mechanical refrigeration is supersed- 
ing natural ice. Electrical energy, in- 
stead of playing the minor role it now 
has in agriculture, may become the 
chief agent in feeding the world.” 


U.S. HAS BUT 3-MONTH 
AMMUNITION SUPPLY 


No Need to Provide Planes if 
Bombs Are Lacking, 
MacNider Says. 


The United States has only enough 
ammunition to last three months in 
a war, Col. Hanford MacNider, Assistant 
Secretary of War, told the national de- 
fense committee of the American Le- 
sion at its meeting yesterday. 

There is no need of developing a pow- 
erful air force until an adequate sup- 
ply-of bombs and ammunition is pro- 
vided, he said. 

“A thousand airplanes without muni- 
tions couldn't do anything but give a 
warship a dirty look,” he told the 
legionnaires. 

The national defense committee was 
appointed by the last national conven- 
tion of.the American Legion to deter- 
mine the advisability of creating a sin- 
gle department of national defense.

$500,000 Gift Raises

Assistant Secretary Ends His 
5,500-Mile Flight of Air 
Post Inspection. 


Mitchell Field, Long Island, June 7 
(By A. P.)—Completing a 5,500-mile 
flight of inspection of army air posts, 
F. Trubee Davison, Assistant Secretary 


of War in Charge of Flying Forces, 
landed here tonight after a 600-mile 
hop from Dayton, Ohio. The giant 
three-motored army transport mono- 
plane carried five other passengers be- 
sides Mr. Davison. 

Upon his arrival here, Mr. Davison 
announced plans for the establishment 
of a bombardment wing on the Cali- 
fornia Coast, consisting of 27 bombard- 
ment planes, 48 pursuit planes, an 
observation unit and photograph ex- 
tension, together with auxiliary craft. 

The Army air force is to be still 
further expanded, he explained, by the 
establishment of a similar bombard- 
ment wing on the Atlantic Seaboard 
and the location of pursuit and attack 
units on the Northern and Southern 
borders. 

Mr. Davison’s trip to the West Coast 
was primarily in connection with the 
plans for the additional units to be 
established there. Pursuit planes are 
to be stationed at Rockwell Field, near 
San Diego, while March Field, near Los 
Angeles, will be the base for the bom- 
bardment planes. The latter field is 
to be the home for the army air corps’ 
new primary training school for flying 
cadets, he said 

No detailed announcement was made 
of the plans for the Atlantic Coast. 

These projects are part of the five- 
year army air corps development pro- 
gram, which by the end of 1932, Mr. 
Davison “said, will give the United 
States 1,800 service planes, 1,615 flying 
Officers, 550 reserve officers on active 
duty and 1,500 enlisted men.

LAW OF JURISDICTION 
4 CHANGES ARE NEEDED 


i Not Wise Until 
Present Statute Is Given 
Full Test. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Chief Justice Taft reviewed the work 
of the Supreme Court yesterday, con- 
-fident that if the progress made during 
the term just closed can be maintained 
‘for two years the cases in arrears will 
ibe wiped out and the court will catch 


4 -'up with its work. 


' “I am glad to say,” the Chief Justice 
gaid in a statement, “that with the 


termination of this term, I think there 
are very few cases remaining that came 
over from the period preceding the tak- 
‘ing effect of the new law, enacted in 
‘1 and changing the jurisdiction of 
‘the court. 

“It appears from the comparative 
statement of the business disposed of 
“in the term running to June, 1926, 
_ there were left on the docket undis- 
posed of 451 cases, and that in the 
term which closed yesterday the ar- 
rears had been reduced to 295. In 
other words, we seem to have gained 
156 cases in the reduction of our ar- 
rears. 

“It is true that last year the total 
number of cases on the docket was 
1,309, and the cases disposed of were 
£58, while this year the number of 
cases on the docket was only 1,183, and 
the number of cases disposed of was 
888. I am hoping that this reduction 
of 150 cases in arrears shows a real 
If it does we ought to be 
able to overcome our arrears in two 
yeafs under the present law. 


More Changes Needed. 


“There are a few more changes in 
the statute of jurisdiction that would 
help us to reduce the cases coming to 
us, but 1 don’t know that it is wise to 
furge an amendment until we have 
demonstrated by actual operation unde! 
the existing law how effective such 
amendments would be and how neces- 
Sary they might be. 

“The principle adopted in the act of 
February 13, 1925, was to reduce the 
humber of cases that could come into 
Our court as of right, and increase 
those which could come by prei'mi- 
nary application, called an application 
for certiorari. 

“We are enabled under the present 
act to exercise a large jurisdiction of 
a discretionary character to determin?

ROBERT HILLIARD its; 
ONCE FAMOUS ON STAGE 


Handsomest Actor in America 
Was His Title in Days of 
Many Successes. 


BEGAN CAREER AS BROKER 


New York, June 7 (By A. P.).—Broad- 
way today mourned the death of 
Robert Cochran Hilliard, its Beau 
Brummell of an epoch when a matinee 
idol had to be six feet tall and have 
a bass voice. 

Weakened by a six-year 
with diabetes, the veteran actor and 
playwright succumbed to heart fallure 
in his home “around the corner” from 
the theaters that were his hobby. His 
death came a little more than three 
months after that of the first of his 
three wives, Mrs. Cora Bell Hilisard. 

A son by he first marriage, _=ieut. 
Comdr. Robert Bell Hilliard, U. S. 
N., arrived today from Boston, to make 
arrangements for the funeral Thursday. 

“Bob” Hilliard began  professivnal 
life as a stock broker but he soon de- 
serted the tickers of Wall street for 
the footlights of Broadway. The uey- 
dey of his career was reached by the 
early nineties, when bishop sleeves and 
congress gaiters were the fashion. He 
was a matinee idol, of the Amevzican 
type, and through him David Belasco, 
in 1905, achieved his desire to prasent 
American roles in contrast to ths Yid- 
dish and Irish immigrant roles in 
which David Warfield and Blanhe 
Bates were scoring success. 

Some of his triumphs came in “The 
Girl of the Golden West,” “A Fool 
There Was,” “The Argyle Case,” “Jim 
Bludso,” and “That Man and I.” After 
appearing in “The Pride of Race,” Hil- 
liard retired. He came back in his 
own play, “The Littlest Girl,” adapted 
from Richard Harding Davis’ story. it 
was his swang song. He was aplauded 
unstintedly by large audiences, dotted 
with gray heads, and still capable of 
enjoying sentiment. 

His sartorial elegance and his looks— 
he was called the handsomest man on 
the American stage—won him numer- 
ous nicknames, among them “Beau 
Brummel.” His addresses before the 
curtain were considered extremely 
witty. 

Hilliard’s first marriage terminated 
in divorce. His second wife, Mrs. Nellie 
B. Whitehouse Murphy, died in 1914. 
His third matrimonial venture was with 
Mrs. Olga Everard Williams, daughter 
of James Everard, brewer. The couple 
were wedded in Denver in 1914, a few 
minutes after Mrs. Willlams was noti- 
fied of her divorce there from William 
Williams, former chauffeur for James 
Everard, with whom she eloped. Hil- 
liard was at time time playing in Den- 
ver in “The Argyle Case.” She survives 
him.

Never before in peace time, he safd, 
have abler men been participating in 
European diplomatic councils. For the 
routine diplomatic work in peace time, 
he continued, it might be well enough 
to use “career men,” but the psychology 
engineered by a peace-time career in 
diplomacy often is fatal to diplomatic 
competency in important emergencies. 

“Career men, capable of a career, can 
be and now are being used in our 
diplomacy, but care must be taken lest 
the development of a right of seniority 
in promotion, which ruins the effective- 
ness of the peace time army when 
thrust into war, does not have its dire 
reults on the future of American 
diplomacy.” 

He said the war experience demon- 
strated the “incalculable damage which 
may be done at critical times by small 
men in high places,” and asserted the 
new diplomacy is bound to have pro- 
found influences in the betterment of 
international understanding and rela- 
tionship.

Detroit, June 7 (By A. P.).—We can 
not expect very much from the Geneva 
arms conference when we read the per- 
sonnel of the American representatives 
there as compared to the international- 
ly known representatives of Japan and 
Great Britain,” Senator Pat Harrison, of 
Mississippi, said here tonight, in an 
address before delegates to the conven- 
tion of the Natinoal Coal Retailers 
Association. 

“I wonder,” the Senator continued, 
“what the peoples of the world will 
think when they recall that Hughes 
and Lodge and Root and Underwood 
represented us at the Washington con- 
ference, and how we will be repre- 
sented by such men as Hugh Gibson 
and Henry Jones. If the United States 
is to maintain the commanding posi- 
tion that it has acquired among the 
nations of the world, it should be and 
must be represented in great interna- 
tional conferences by well-balanced 
statesmen and most influential public 
characters.” 

Urge Debt Sinking Fund. 

Senator Harrison expressed his hope 
that some plan “that will increase the 
requirements of a sinking fund to liqui- 
date the national debt within a period 
of, say 25 years, and at the same time 
give the taxpayers the reductions that 
will thereby be permitted in his cur- 
rent taxes,” will be adopted at the next 
session of Congress. 

He said his opinion was that ten 
years or so is sufficient time after the 
World War for the Government to ad- 
just its affair, “to wipe out every kind 
of stamp and nuisance tax.” 

The speaker paid tribute to Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh and said he be- 
lieved Congress should vote him the 
Congressional Medal of Honor.

FLOOD PROLONGATION 
FEARED IN LOUISIANA 


Fresh Rise Will Affect “Sugar 
Bowl” Until July, 
Bulletin Says. 


Cape Girardeau, Mo., June 7 {By A. 
P.).—For the second time in six weeks, 
residents of the Illinois ~lowlands 
across the river from here were leav- 
ing their inundated farm homes to- 
day, as water from the swollen Mis- 
sissippi River poured through the cre- 
vasses in levees caused by the flood in 
April. 

It was estimated that 100 families in 
the Illinois area had fled to the foot- 
hills, 10 miles away, or were housed in 
box cars. The new fteod was causing 
little inconvenience here, except in the 
industrial section, where five families 
were driven out by the water. 

New Orleans, June 7 (By A. P.).— 
Louisiana’s “sugar bowl’ may be empty 
this year. When reports of disaster 
from new floods in Arkansas, Missouri 
and Illinois reached Red Cross head- 
quarters here today, the Weather Bu- 
reau issued a special bulletin predict- 
ing that the fresh rise coming down 
the Mississippi River would prolong 
flood conditions in Louisiana until the 
latter part of July. 


Crop Outlook Is Dark. 


Prolongation of the inundation in 
the Tensas and Atchafalaya basins will 
mean that few if any crops will be pro- 
duced this season on thousands of acres 
of rich alluvial lands,. myvuch of which 
lies in the famous “sugar bowl” of 
south-central Louisiana. Relief offi- 
cials said it would impede rehabilita- 
tion and reconstruction, which was be- 
ginning to get under way. 

Although on a much smaller scale 
than the floods of April and May, the 
new inundations in the upper valley 
have started a second exodus of in- 
habitants of lowlands from which re- 
cent floodwaters had drained. The 
Reti Cross was informed by fleld work- 
ers today that 2,000 persons will be 
driven from the St. Francis River ba- 
sin. 

With persons fleeing from the Madrid 
bend section of Missouri, preparations 
were being made to care for them on 
levees and at camps at Tiptonville and 
Hickman, Ky. A fresh tide was re- 
ported running into the Dog Tooth 
Bend section of Illinois, driving many 
inhabitants out. 


Cotton, Just Planted, Flooded. 


More than 1,000 acres of newly 
planted cotton were reported inundated 
in Southeastern Missouri, while tele- 
grams received by the Red Cross head- 
quarters expressed fears for 500,009 
sweet potato plants which have been 
set out in the St. Francis Basin, near 
Marianna, Ark. 

Miss Beulah Russell, Red Cross field 
worker at Little Rock, -Ark., reported 
that serious damage had been done by 
cloudbursts in» Yell CG@unty and that 
the Arkansas River was rising in the 
central part of the state. 

With the Mississippi River now fall- 
ing from Vicksburg to the Gulf, the 
crest was not expected to affect the 
lower river situation materially except 
to prolong above-stage conditions. 


Jail Is Fine Compared 
To Wife, Husband Says 


Budapest, Hungary, June 7 (By A. 
P.).—Jail promised such a relief from 
his wife’s company that Andreas Kurdi 
passed himself off as his son, served 
three months in prison and asked to 
stay longer. When the authorities dis- 
covered that Kurdi had fooled them, 
the judge who sentenced him for his 
son’s offense called him to account be- 
fore releasing him. 

“The penalty I paid was a heavy 
one,’”’ the father explained in court, 
“but it was worth while. For years I 
have been puzzling my head to deter- 
mine how I might escape for a little 
while from the terrible place my wife 
has made of my home for 25 years. In 
prison I had a fine rest. and I would 
gladly spend another three months 
there rather than return home.”

Rail Artillery Suit 
Is Won by Baldwins 


Philadelphia, June 7 (By A. P.).— 


|The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 


peals today ruled in favor of the Bald- 
win Locomotive Works in a patents 
suit brought against it by the Luellen 
Railway Artillery, Inc. The case in- 
volved millions of dollars in claims 
against the Government and war ma- 
terial manufacturers.

NEW RULE GOVERNS 
SHIPPING ENTRANCES 


Disputed Regulation Is Adopt- 
ed by Commissioners to 
End Traffic Clash. 


The new traffic regulation govern- 


‘ing shipping entrances, that has agi- 


tated merchants and shoppers for sev- 
eral months, was adopted by the com- 
missioners yesterday. It prohibits park- 
ing in front of the entrances, but per- 


mits any vehicle, whether owned by the 
merchant or his customers or vendors 
from whom he buys to load or unload 
merchandise or passengers at any ship- 
ping entrance. Its text is as follows: 

“No vehicle shall stand at the usual 
shipping entrance of any store or com- 
mercial building except for the purpose 
of loading or unloading passengers or 
merchandise and only so long as may 
be reasonable for such purpose. Such 
entrance shall be designated by signs 
erected on permits issued by the direc- 
tor of traffic.” 

The old regulation said: “No vehicle 
shall be permitted to stand at the regu- 
lar shipping entrance of any commer- 
cial building.” It was held to be dis- 
criminatory in that it permitted only 
the proprietor of the store to use the 
public space at that point.

Grilled at Hearing on Propdsal 
of C. & 0. to Control Erie, 
and Pere Marquette. 


WOULD FOREGO PROFIT 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Called to the witness stand at the 
Interstate Commerce Commission hear- 
ings yesterday to explain the project 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad to 
acquire control of the Pere Marquette 
and Erie systems, O. P. Van Sweringen, 
of Cleveland, submitted to a lengthy 
cross-examination that covered more 
than the proposal itself. 

In the face of constant objections 
from attorneys from the Chesapeake & 
Ohio, who sought to check the broad- 
ening of the cross-examination, Mr. 
Van Sweringen was questioned . by 
counsel for minority C. & O. stockhold- 
ers opposing the project, as to pur- 
chases and holdings of railroad stock 
and bonds of all varieties concerned 
in the Van Sweringen group of rail- 
roads. 

Though two secretaries sat behind 
him as he testified, and furnished him 
many facts and much data, he had to 
promise to furnish later many of the 
specific answers which Henry W. An- 
derson, his questioner, demanded, 

As to the transaction by which the 
Chesapeake & Ohio proposes to buy 
stock control of the Erie and Pere Mar- 
quette, Mr. Van Sweringen’s story was 
brief. A committee of C. & O. directors 
had tentatively arranged the purchase, 
and though most of the stocks that 
railroad intends to buy are owned by 
Van Sweringen and his brother, and 
their associates, the witness said he had 
told them to “write your own ticket” 
in fixing the prices. He had under- 
taken thereafter for the C. & O. to 
purchase additional stock in the Erie 
and Pere Marquette. 

His only concern was to forward the 
interests of the Chesapeake & Ohio Co., 
he declared, and he expressed fears 
that unless the commission grants ap- 
proval by July 1 for the merger of the 
three roads, the financial plan upon 
which it is based will break down. 

This breakdown will occur, Mr. Van 
Sweringen indicated, because, since the 
Chesapeake & Ohio took options from 
the Nickel Plate Railroad to purchase 
that company’s holdings of Pere Mar- 
quette stock, the market price has 
steadily advanced. The Pere Marquette 
stock is now worth $5,000,000 more than 
the option figure, he explained, and the 
Nickel Plate Co. can not be expected 
to extend that option after July 1 
when it expires. 

For himself and for his brother, M. 
J. Van Sweringen, the witness declared 
that the option prices on their securi- 
ties to the Chesapeake & Ohio are now 
$10,000,000 less than market value, but 
he promised that he and his immediate 
associates would forego any or all of 
this profit. He asked the commission 
to let that question rest and to allow

EXPLAINS BRIDGE VIEWS 


Capt. H. C. Whitehurst, assistant to 
the engineer commissioner, yesterday 
stated that his proposal that the tracks 
of the Washington Railway & Electric 
Co. be moved at public expense in wid- 
ening the southwest roadway of Du- 
pont circle. includes provision for an 
effort by the Commissioners to recover 
the money from the street car company. 

Inasmuch as the company already has 
refused to pay for the moving of the 
tracks, estimated to cost $87,000, Capt. 
Whitehurst has recommended that lan- 
guage accompany the appropriation in 
the District supply bill that will form 
the basis for a lawsuit to compel the 
company to pay, similar to that used in 
the case of moving the tracks in Wis- 
consin avenue. 

Part of the money, it is expected, 
can be recovered without suit.

This 
work can be done, it is said, when the 
widening is done and the District reim- 
bursed to the extent of at least part of 
this sum, leaving the remainder of the 
$87,000 in dispute. 

Capt. Whitehurst said also that when

dozen such vehicles being licensed. 

“Under the present regulations the 
driver of a public hack or a person 
soliciting patronage for a public hack 
on the public streets or grounds may 
be prosecuted. But this has been held 
not to apply to agents of sightseeing 
bus companies, as a result of which 
there has developed a condition much 
in need of correction. Agents of the 
sightseeing bus companies place them- 
selves on the public sidewalk con- 
tiguous to the various stands for such 
buses and openly engage in solicitation 
for patronage without molestation and 
to the inconvenience and frequently to 
the great embarrassment of the public.” 

The report then recommends that a 
stand for four licensed horse-drawn 
vehicles be located on the north side 
of I street abutting McPherson square, 
ang the following amended sections be 
placed in the police regulations: 

“All vehicles occupying public stands 
shall be arranged as the major and 
superintendent of police may from time 
to time direct for each such stand and 
when a public stand is occupied by the 
full number of vehicles authorized for 
such stand no other vehicles shall 
ote r or wait nearby for the purpose of 

cupying space on such stand; nor 
shall any private vehicle at any time 
occupy any public vehicle stand. 


Sidewalk Soliciting Banned, « 


“It shall be unlawful for any person 
to solicit patronage for public hacks 
or for sightseeing buses or vehicles on 
the public streets or grounds, provided 
that the fact that such public vehicle 
or sightseeing bus diplays*a_device to 
indicate that such public vehicle is not 
engaged nor that such sightseeing bus 
is accepting passengers, shall not of 
itself be considered as soliciting pat- 
ronage.” 

The report continues: 

“The department proposes to restrict 
public vehicles to designated stands, 
and under this restriction they will not 
be permitted to park at will in the 
numerous places provided for private 
vehicles, and it is therefore obvious 
that under no conditions should their 
privileges of occupying the stands set 
aside for the purpose be in any way 
interfered with.”

of spillways. Each of these questions opens 
up a vast field of discussion. Something 
equivalent to a national congress must con- 
sider and mold these questions into a general 
plan before Congress itself will be able to deal 
intelligently with the flood-control problem as 
a whole. 

Many other public matters of first importance 
await the action of Congress. These include 
farm relief, which will probably take the form 
of promoting cooperative marketing; increase 
of the Navy, which involves consideration of 
foreign policies; fiscal legislation, involving 
tax reduction, and many questions of policy 
connected with the annual appropriations. 

Possible delay in the organization of the 
Senate may well have been considered by the 
President in reaching the opinion that an ex- 
tra session would be desirable. The question 
whether Frank L. Smith and William S. Vare 
shall be admitted as senators from Illinois and 
Pennsylvania must be disposed of when the 
Senate convenes. The questions raised in this 
connection are of such far-reaching importance, 
and opinions regarding these questions are 450 
stubborn and conflicting, that much time may 
be consumed before they can be decided, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that the seating of 
Smith and Vare would affect the party control 
of the Senate. It is quite possible that an ea- 
tra session beginning in the middle of October 
would merge into the regular session by the 
time the Smith and Vare controversies were 
decided. 


VETERANS’ INSURANCE. 


On July 2 all rights under the Government 
war-time insurance policies. cease, and those 
veterans who have not converted, or reinstated 
and converted, their renewable term insurance 
policies will have lost the right to protection 
under Government level premium participating 
policies. War-time insurance was issued for 
the temporary war emergency. Under it the 
Government assumed the expenses of admin- 
istration and the liability due to excess mor- 
tality and disability costs resulting from the 
hazards of war. Provision was made in the 
original act for the conversion of these policies 
into level premium participating United States 
Government converted insurance at any time 
within five years after the date of the termina- 
tion of the war as declared by proclamation 
of the President.

HOW LINDBERGH WAS TRAINBD. 


War Department records show that Charles 
A. Lindbergh was a citizen soldier in the re- 
serve Officers training corps of the University 
of Wisconsin for one and one-half years, dur- 
ing which training he attended six weeks’ in- 
tensive instruction at Camp Knox, Ky. Subse- 
quently, in September, 1923, Lindbergh sub- 
mitted his application to the War Department 
for admission to the Army Flying Cadet School 
at Brooks Field, Tex. He was highly recom- 
mended for appointment by such prominent 
Minnesotans as Gov. Preus, Senator Shipstead 
and Representative Davis, and on March. 9, 
1924, was appointed a. flying cadet. After 
attending the Army School for one year, he 
was discharged as a flying cadet, rated as 
airplane pilot, and commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant in the Officers Reserve Corps of the 
Army. He was subsequently appointed to the 
grade of captain in the Air Corps Reserve, 
which rank he now holds. 

The War Department civilian military train- 
ing activities for young men in the formative 
period of their lives are embraced in the 
Reserve Officers Training Corps of the Nation’s 
educational institutions and the Citizens Mili- 
tary Training Camps, where some 35,000 
young men are annually trained for one month 
at.Uncle Sam’s expense. These activities are 
recognized as natidna¥ institutions, not pri- 
marily for military training but for training 
in the responsibilities of citizenship, self-dis- 
cipline, and loyalty to country. In these ac- 
tivities the spirit of mutual cooperation, friend- 
ly competition, respect for law and order, 
initiative and leadership are inculcated. 

Lindbergh participated for a year and a 
half in these military character-building ac. 
tivities, and undoubtedly the fine material in- 
herent in his make-up was developed through 
this experience. Another year of training as 
a flying cadet under the capable instructional 
personnel of the Army Air Corps gave him 
his flying start, later developed by practice in 
the Air Mail Service. 


THE HARVESTER CASE. 


The United States Supreme Court has added 
another chapter to the story of American 


trusts. It has overruled the contention of the 
Government and decided that the International 
Harvester Co. is not a monopoly within the 
prohibitions of the antitrust laws, and that 
it has lived up to the terms of the ‘consent 
decree’”’ made by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. 

The court states that the consent decree of 
1918 was for the purpose of restoring com- 
petition, and that the corporation has ‘not 
only complied with the specific requirements 
of the decree but that competitive conditions 
have been established in the interstate trade 
in harvesting machinery, bringing about a 
situation in harmony with the law.”’ 

One of the sidelights of the decision is the 
statement of the court that mere size has no 
bearing on the legality or illegality of the 
business of a corporation. This is in harmony 
with previous decisions of the court, notably 
in railroad cases. 

The Senate in May, 1918, adopted a resolu- 
tion asking the Trade Commission to investi- 
gate the high cost of harvesting machinery: 
The commission made what the court calls an 
ex parte statement, upon which the Govern- 
ment based its case. The court decides that 
acceptance of such an ex parte statement as 
a basis of a claim that the Harvester corpora- 
tion is infringing upon the law “violates the 
fundamental rules of evidence.’’ 

In this case the Supreme Court adds to the 
accumulation of cases wherein the status of 
business combinations receives-a more liberal 
and rational interpretation, 


TREE-PLANTING PROGRAM, 


Clifford Lanham, superintendent of trees 
and parking of the District, has worked out 
a. systematic program of tree replacement for 
which he estimates an appropriation of $400,- 
000 will be needed. When systematic tree 
planting was first undertaken in 1872 it was 
believed that trees of rapid growth should be 
planted in order that shade might be obtained 
within a few years. Quick growth, however, 
presupposes short life. Many of the trees 
have died, and mauy others are now diseased 
and dying. Twenty thousand such trees now 
stand along District streets, all of which Mr. 
Lanham wishes to remove and replace with 
trees of longer life, more closely suited to 
present-day conditions. 

At first glance $400,000 seems like a good 
deal of money to spend on trees, but when one 
considers how much they add to the health, 
beauty and comfort of the community one 
realizes that the money would be well spent. 
Not only should the department of trees have 
the sum requested for replanting but it should 
also have money with which to construct and 
equip a complete modern tree nursery, in 
which it might bring its young stock into 
condition for planting. It becomes increas-. 
ingly apparent that the task of tree planting 
will increase from year to year. The com- 
missioners have decided that streets must be 
widened in order to care for increased present- 
day traffic. This always entails sacrifice of 
trees. If they are to be replanted, as the 
public demands, funds with which to proceed 
must be made available. 

The trees and parking department has been 
granted an appropriation of $90,000 for the 
coming fiscal year, It desires for 1928-29 
$175,000. The request is reasonable. While 
the Commissioners are whittling down the esti- 
mates of financial requirements presented. by 
various department heads, in preparation of 
preparing next year’s budget, it t is to be hoped 
that they will allow the sum requested for

This statement from his chief assistant fol- 
lowed closely upon the announcement of Secre- 
tary Mellon that the estimated surplus for the 
year will approximate $600,000,000. ‘‘When 
you read the surplus for this present fiscal 
year,” continued the speaker, “do not be re- 
gretful that Congress might have given you 
the benefit of greater tax reduction, but rather 
realize that this entire surplus having been 
applied to the reduction of the national debt 


permanent annual saving which will inure to 
your benefit in reduced taxes with just as 
much certainty as would the more direct 
method of tax reduction.”’ 

Secretary Mellon’s policy would completely 
wipe out the Federal debt within ten or twelve 
years, were it possible to call all the outstand- 
ing obligations for retirement as rapidly as 
the accumulations of surplus revenues would 
warrant. But there is a limit to the power of 
the Secretary in the retirement of the bonds. 
He is prohibited from buying those which have 
not matured, except at par, and in normal times 
the obligations of the United States can not 
be purchased from the holders except at very 
high premiums. For instance the present mar- 
ket price today of the issue known as 1944-54 
is $113.28. 

Mr. Mills impressed upon the audience the 
duty which devolves upon each of them to 
advise the small holders of bonds among their 
customers why and how they should take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity which will expire 
next week to exchange their ‘‘Second Liberties”’ 
for the long-term bonds that are now avail- 
able. 


THE OUTRIDERS OF CIVILIZATION. 


Charles A. Levine, who accompanied Clar- 
ence Chamberlin on his historic flight from 
New York to Berlin, has incurred the wrath 
of the Postoffice Department by carrying with 
him 250 letters, half of which were addressed 


to himself. The letters were canceled, so the 
story goes; by the postmaster of Henipstead, 
L. I., whte bore the cancellation stamp to the 
flying field for that purpose. Each letter, by 
virtue of being part of the first transatlantic 
air mail shipment, is now worth a considerable 
sum to dealers and collectors. 

In the light of Mr. Levinme’s performance, it 
is a matter of regret that he should be sub- 
jected to criticism. A wealthy man, he cast 
aside ease and comfort to take part in a pio- 
neering expedition which required the highest 
degree of courage. In his adventure he follow- 
ed faithfully the glorious tradition of his race. 

Since the tribes of Israel were split the Jew 
has wandered over the earth, always in the 
forefront of. adventure and achievement, al- 
ways pioneering paths for others to follow. 
The crew which followed Columbus to the 
discovery of a new continent was composed 
largely of the Children of Israel. Jews fought 
valiantly throughout the Revolutionary War. 
It was a Jew, Haym Salomon, who negotiated 
all the subsidies obtained during that war 
from France and Holland, which he endorsed 
and sold in bills to American merchants at a 
credit of two and three months on his personal 
security, receiving for his commission one- 
quarter of 1 per cent. Through the Civil War 
the Jew stood beside his compatriots, shirking 
no duty, and during the World War he fought 
valiantly for the cause of the belligerents. , 

This is the tradition which Charles A. Levine 
carried through. Without thought of danger, 
without prior publicity, he offered himself as 
the first transatlantic air passenger. He has 
earned better reward: than the criticism which 
has been directed against him. 


M’ADOO DECLARES WAR. 


The Smith-McAdoo feud in the Democratic 
party still lives. Conclusive evidence of this 
was given yesterday by William G. McAdoo in 
his address at Tusculum College. His vigor- 
ous defense of prohibition and his insistence 


that the leaders of all parties make known 
their stand on the question can not be inter- 
preted except as an attack upon the New York 
chief executive. The challenge between the 
lines is almost as clear as if it had been in- 
cluded in the speaker’s words. 

It is apparent that McAdoo has not, as has 
been so often suggested, abandoned his de- 
signs upon the presidential nomination. He 
is still willing to play the part of the dry cru- 
sader. He reaffirms his opposition to what he 
considers nullification and decries the effort 
of “municipal bosses’’ to set themselves up as 
President makers. It would be more fitting, 
it appears, to entrust such duties to the Anti- 
saloon League. 

There are portions of the McAdoo niathicans 
as now enunciated with which the entire coun- 
try can agree. “Prohibition is a practical is- 
sue,”’ he declared, ‘fof the most vital kind, in 
which the whole country is vitally interested 
and upon which it is looking. for courageous 
leadership.”’ ‘The enemies of prohibition will 
not differ with him on this statement. It has 
been their contention that prohibition is a 
practical issue, but the more fanatical] drys 
have “insisted that it was not. Nor can there 
be any quarrel with McAdoo’s belief that “‘if 
free government means anything, it means pre- 
cisely that issues of this kind should form the 
basis of party contests and popular decisions.” 
This is another stipulation upon which’ the 
wets have been seeking to get agreement with 
the drys. 

McAdoo’s remarks were addressed to all 
parties. 
much effect except in his own. If the former 
Secretary of the Treasury succeeds in gather- 
ing the dry sentiment of the Democrats behind 
him, it is hard to see-how the party can avoid 
another such struggle as took place in 1924.

A NATIVE WASHINGTONIAN. 


First Across the Ocean, 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir:, On 
May 25, 1818, the merchant ship Savan- 
nah 300 tons propelled by steam with 
sails as an auxiliary power, put off 
from Savannah, Ga., for Liverpool, Eng- 
land, reaching Liverpool on June 22, 

The Savannah was the first ship to 
use a steam engine for motive power. It 
was an American-built ship. It was an > 
American owned ship. It was an Ameri- 
can manned ship. It was the first ship 
to cross the Atlantic under steam 
power. 

“Unsung” as we unders:and advertis- 
ing today, the Savannah reached Liver- 
pool after 26 days; hence, according to 
the accounts of that day, when the 
Savannah was sighted wy the habor- 
master, or whatever his majesty’s chief 
port-master was called, he immediately 
manned a harbor boat and hastened to 
the'relief of the Savannah, which, as he 
afterward said, he thought was on fire, 
because he saw smoke rising from the 
body of the ship. s 

“The world do move.” — 

(n the summer of 1838, two English- 
built ships, were the first to cross the 
Atlantic, with steam as the only motive 
power These ships, as well as the 
Savannah, were side-wheelers or paddle- 
wheelers But the Great Eastern, built 
in England some years after, was the 
first merchant ship with an iron hull 
and the first to use a screw propeller. 
The Washington was the first ex- 
clusively steam-propelled American- 
built ship to cross the Atlantic. The 
American newspapers of that day again 
“wrung the lion's tail,’’ using the name 
of the redoubtable Washington as the 
motif of the song. The Washington 
reached Liverpool on Whitsuntide, and, 
if an old “salt’s” tale may be bel 
(or the paper that thus quoted him),

Foreign Minister Zaleski in a similar 
message addressed to the Soviet foreign 
office had this to say: 

“In the name of the Polish govern- 
ment and myself permit me to express 
the most sincere sympathies on the 
occasion of the criminal attack against 


the Soviet minister in Warsaw. 


“I assure you that public opinion 
without distinction shares in the 
unanimous condemnation by the gov- 
ernment of the murder committed 
against the person of your very esteemed 
diplomatic representative here.” 

The Warsaw government and the 
nation are strongly impressed by the 
death of M. Voikoff, who had worked 
hard for good Russo-Polish relations: 
M. Volkoff was very tactful and stood 
for security and commercial treaties 
with Poland. He cooperated loyally 
with the foreign office to that end. 

His farewell visit to the Polish For- 
eign Minister Zaleski was considered 
very satisfactory to Poland. From the 
conversation then it was inferred that 
he had promised to use his influence 
with his government to change the 
wording of the Riga treaty so that it 
would imply Soviet recognition of the 
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the question to a direct understanding 
between Lithuania and Poland. 


Cleared in Czar’s Death. 


Regarding the statement that Voikoff 
was responsible in some. measure for 
the execution of the Romanoffs, the 
Russian Judge Sokoloff, after investi- 
gating the circumstances of this trag- 
edy at Ekaterinburg, ercie a book em- 
bodying his findings in which he stated 
that Peter Voikoff was involved in the 
murders. He reproduced a photostat 
of a document alleged to have been 
signed by Voikoff, according to which 
Voikoff delivered. gasoline for the burn- 
ing of the czar’s family. 


In consequence of this disclosure the 
Polish government objected to receiv- 
ing Voikoff as Soviet minister in 1924, 
but after an official denial by the Soviet 
government that he had anything to do 
with the death of the Romanoffs, the 
Polish government agreed to accept 
him. While at first there was ill feel- 
ing at ‘Warsaw toward M. Voikoff, the 
Soviet envoy soon most friendly 
and, in a tactful way, showed that his 
sole desire was-to establih the best of 
relation between Russia and Poland, 
and the Poles dismissed from their 
minds the murder story and gave full 
crednece to the Soviet denial.

| HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. W. 


NEWEST JAG BORN IN ICE PLANTS. 


ERE is a report of a new kind of 

drink. It is reported by Dr. H. 

M. Baker. It affects those who 
work in refrigeration plants in which 
commercial methylen chloride is em- 
ployed. 

This particular kind of a jag has 
one virtue. It hangs on. A man with 
a methylen chloride jag with moder- 
ately good luck ought to stay drunk 
for about three weeks after the supply 
was shut off. A lucky Man May man- 
age to have one hang on for a month. 
A system under which a man would 
only need to liquor up once a month 
would haye great advantage over the 
present method where the souse is in 
danger if he gets 24 hours away from 
his base. 

I remember once being called to go 
to a depot and board a certain train 
due a half hour later, to care for a man 
who was about to die because his tissues 
were below their normal liquor satura- 
tion. He had tried to jump from one 
barroom town to another barroom a day 
away. The route lay across dry terri- 
tory, and the man was in grave trouble. 
A man on a mehylen chloride jag could 
travel around the world between 
drinks. 


Dr. Baker noticed these men stagger- 
ing as though they were full of whisky. 
They stepped high. . They were dis- 
posed to fall asleep while eating, while 
at work, when conversing—most any- 
where and most any time. Many of 
them had drooping of the eyelids. Some 
saw double, and some had other dis- 
turbances of vision. It appeared that 
these men worked in a room where 
methylen chloride fumes leaked into 
the air. At times this gas was’ allowed 
to escape into the air rather freely. In 
the warm weather, when. the windows 
were kept open, the natural ventilation 
kept the strength of the gas in the air 
below the dangerous level. When the 
windows were kep* closed the story was 
different. 

There was no story of sudden uncon- 
sciousness. In every instance the ef- 
fect was gradual. The man picked up a 
little more gas each day than he threw 
off. After prolonged exposure he began 
to notice the effects. The increase of 
symptoms was slow and gradual. 

After the men were removed from 
exposure they improved in. the, same

slow, gradual way. In three or four 
weeks they were back to normal. One 
man had a foot drop which was present 
nine montps after he was shifted from 
the dangerous job. He doubtless had a 
severe neuritis, and with him there may 
be some permanent effects. The others 
recovered completely. 

It should prove an easy matter for 
every operator of a refrigerating plant 
using this gas to guard against this 
danger. ~ 


HOW SHE CURED “€OLDS. 


L. D. writes: I decided to write you 
regarding your recent article on colds. 

Colds have troubled me more than 
anything else from childhood up, and 
for that reason, and from having the 
flu, I havé been partially deaf for some 
years. 

Recently a friend told me when I had 
a bad head cold to use a 10 per cent 
solution of argyrol. I bought a 25-cent 
bottle and a medicine dropper and put 
one drop of the argyrol in each nostril 
every 24 hours. I used a very small 
portion of the contents of the bottle. 
The swelling from the cold soon left, 
and I got well quicker than usual. My 
head has been clearer since and I can 
hear slightly better for that reason. 

A cousin of mine, who is a nurse, 
says that argyrol is used to treat 
catarrhal sores in the head. 

This does not cure an advanced cold 
in six hours, but it was a big help to 
me, and I thought I would pass on the 
information, as so many suffer from 
colds. Doctors are familiar with the 
remedy, but so many other people are 
not. 
Another thing that helped was to eat 
a lot of fruit, oranges, especially, and 
drink lots of water in order to avoid 
constipation. Getting plenty of rest 
also is necessary. iF

West has three Aces and other 
but the adverse suit is 
stopped only once. If East have four 
Spades there is more probability of 
game at Spades than at No Trump; but 
if West bid No Trump, East would not 
overcall with exactly four Spades. If 
East asnwer the double with a Minor, 
West can let it stand or bid two No

No. 2. With so powerful a hand and 
the adverse suit stopped twice, a No 
Trump is better than a double.

CHICAGO GRAIN. 


Chicago, June 7 (By A. P.).—Wheat 
and rye scored a sharp advance today, 
news indicating that Europe will be 
dependent upon breadstuff imports|t 
much longer this season than expected. 
Closing quotations on wheat were 
strong, 234@3% cents net higher; rye, 
214 @5% cents up; corn showing 54 @% 
cents gain; oats unchanged to %4 cents 
off, and provisions varying from 22c 
decline to a rise of 7c. 

Almost from the outset, wheat show- 
ed a decided upward trend, but strength 
developed mainly in the last half of the 
day. This was the case in particular 
after official advices became current 
that European wheat supplies are near- 
ing exhaustion, that European cereal 
crops are backward, and that buyers in 
Europe are greatly concerned over un- 
favorable crop reports from the Amer- 
ican Southwest and as to adverse seed-~ 
ing conditions in Canada and Aus- 
tralia.

July delivery of corn had dropped to 
985, cents on account of improved 
weather conditions and because of 
early disturbing legislative reports from 
Springfield. Oats sagged with corn, 
and later became bearishly affected by 
warmer temperatures and’ by curtail- 
ment of cash demand. .

“I've never seen any greater 
teamwork than this bunch is show- - 
ing. They are on their toes every 
minute. Even the fellows on the 
bench are pulling every minute, 
leaning forward and ‘rarin’’ to get 
in there. If you want the secret of 
how the club’s been going, there 
it is.” 


“The White Sox,” Schalk went on, 
“have the reserves—something they 
haven’t had before—to back up the 
pitching and. the punch they have 
shown so far.

NEW YORK FINANCIERS 
END CONVENTION TODAY 


Recognition of Advantages of 
Trust Idea Grows, 
Official Avers. 


That the general program of the 
Treasury which governs Treasury re- 
finding and retirement operations is 
two-fold in character was pointed out 
last night by Ogden L. Mills, Under- 
secretary of the Treasury, in an ad- 
dress at the banquet of the New York 
State Bankers Association tm connec- 
tion with its thirty-fourth annual 
convention in session at the Hotel May- 
flower. 

“The program contemplates, in the 


first place, a steady reduction of debt 
by retirement, ” said the Treasury of- 
ficial, “and, secondly, a reduction of 
the burden by refunding as rapidly as 
possible securities bearing high rates 
of interest with those bearing a lower 
trate.” 

Declaring that the program of steady 
debt retirement is in accordance with 
the historic policy of the National 
Government, Mr. Mills reminded his 
listeners that it has been steadfastly 
adhered to by the administrations of 
Presidents. Harding and Coolidge, and 
hélped by the large surpluses which 
have come from the prosperity of the 
country and the businesslike adminis- 
tration of the National Government 
has resulted in reducing the gross na- 
tional debt from %$25,464,000,000 on 
June 30, 1919, to $18,873,000,000 on 
May 31, 1927, or a reduction of $6,- 
611,000,000. 


Visiting Bankers Attend. 


The banquet which was held in the 
convention hall on the main floor was 
largely attended by the visiting bank- 
ers, their families and friends and was 
proclaimed as one of the most enjoy- 
able of these yearly affairs. John Mc- 
Hugh, president of the. Chase National 
Bank, of New York, vice president of 
the association, was toastmaster. 

The business sessions yesterday were 
highly interesting in character with 
the main portion of the program de- 
yoted to addresses on important bank- 
ing subjects. 

The growth of the trust idea, the 
recognition of its advantages to the 
individual in the protection of his fam- 
ily or dependents, has been immensely 
stimulated by the creation of trust de- 
partments in a large percentage of the 
important banking institutions of the 
country, whether operating under Na- 
tional or State charters, declared Joseph 
N. Babcock, vice president, Equitable 
Trust Co., of New York, in speaking 
on the subject, “Relation of Trust Ser- 
vice to Modern Banking.” 


Combination Is Advocated. 


“That this process is still in its in- 
fancy, that the possibilities of con- 
tinued growth in the use of trust func- 
tions by banks and trust companies is 
still enormous, I think will be admitted 

, by all who have given this subject any 

‘ consideration,” said Mr. Babcock, con- 
cluding with a list of reasons why the 
banking function and the trust func- 
tion, which are so different in their 
nature and essence, should be combined 
in one institution

Women were never more enslaved 
than they are today, Archbishop Mi- 
chael J. Curley declared in conferring 
degrees upon the 94 graduates of Trin- 
ity College at the commencement ex- 
ercises held yesterday morning in the 
auditorium of the college.

ADVISORY COUNCIL GETS 
DATA ON FUND CLASHES 


Woodley Road Sewer Expen- 
diture Cited as Example 
of Inefficiency. 


An important reform in municipal 
budgetary procedure may result from 
appearance before the Citizens’ Ad- 
visory Council yesterday and Monday 
of heads of the highway, sewer and 
water divisions of the District: govern- 
ment. It was developed by the coun- 
cil members that, prior to formulation 


of estimates, neither of the three 
branches knows what work is anti- 
cipated by the other two, with the re- 
sult that certain items of highway de- 
velopment have been unnecessarily de- 
layed. It was proposed that financial 
planning of the work of the three di- 
visions -be coordinated and that. high- 
way appropriations for new surfacing 
projects hereafter include in the one 
item, under the highway division, in- 
stallation of sewers and water mains, 
as well as paving. 

The suggestion was drawn by ques- 
tions of council members from J. B. 
Gordon, sanitary engineer, while he 
was explaining his estimates for sewer 
work in the fiscal year 1928-29. At- 
tention was called to the fact that his 
large appropriation for sewer extension 
did not seem to be sufficient to take 
care of all necessary work and he ex- 
plained that he was sometimes unex- 
pectedly called upon to install. expen- 
sive projects out of his general fund 
by the highway. division opening up 
new work that involved special sewer 
problems. 


information Lacking. 


“Does ‘not the highway division ad- 
vise you, before estimates are made up, 
of the items of new surfacing they are 
going to do, so that you can plan your 
work accordingly?” asked Dr. George 
Cc. Havenner. 

“No. I do not know what work the 
highway engineer is planning until 
after the appropriations are made and 
his annual contracts are let. Then he 
sends his program along. By that time 
my appropriations are fixed,” Gordon 
replied. 

A similat condition was revealed 
with respect to water installation when 
J. S. Garland,..superintendent of the 
Water Department, appeared to discuss 
his estimates. 

In the discussion following this dis- 
covery Gordon expressed .the . opinion 
that his routine extension of sewers be 
taken care of as now by a lump sum 
appropriation, but that new surfacing 
projects of more than ordinary magni- 
tude, when estimated for by Maj. C. B 
Hunt, engineer of highways. be made 
to include the cost of sewer and water 
installation so that. if the item shoulda 
be included in the budget..all the work 
would be provided for and if it should 
be stricken out, the sewer and water 
work would be dropped at the same 
time. 

He illustrated the condition sought 
to be improved by stating the case of 
the resurfacing of Woodley road 0@- 
tween Cathcdral and Wisconsin 4Vvee 
nues. When the highway officials in- 
formed him this was about to be sur- 
faced: he investigated sewer conditions 
and found that, because of a “pocket” 
in the street grade. a new stormwater 
sewer would have to be installed to 
cost $86,000. This, he said, meant an 
unexpected drain of that amount on 
his annual appropriation for one pyro- 
ject and caused him to abandon severa! 
other jobs he had planned to do. 


improvements Delayed. 


The surfacing of Fourth street north- 
west west of K street had to be post- 
poned for a year because the sewer 
vould cost $40,000 and, when the work 
was reached he did not have that. much 
left in his appropriation 

Clifford Lanham. supcrintendent of 
trees and parking, told the council that 
some new method should be devised to 
get conduits for electric cables under- 
ground before trees are planted be- 
cause putting them in afterward .ne- 
cessitates cutting roots, whieh damages 
the trees. 

He is asking .for $175,000. for 1929, 
which is a: more than he ‘was 
given for 1923. He explained the large 
increase by saying that he planned 
to replace 30,000 old softwood trees, 
planted years ago because they were 
cuick growers, and which are now de- 
teriorating, at an expense of $400,000, 
spread over a term of years. 

T. L. . Costigan, superintendent of 
street cleaning, and Dr. George F. Bow- 
erman, librarian of the Public Library, 
also conferred with the council.
